Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled , That (a) section Government em- 
8900(a) of title B, United States Code, is amended to read as follows: P loy ®®® health 
“(a) Except as provided by subsection (b) of this section, the 
biweekly Government contribution for health benefits tor employees oontr . ibu t lon , 
or annuitants enrolled in health benefits plans under this chapter sh increase, 
be adjusted, beginning on the first day of the first pay period of each 81 stat. 219. 
year, to an amount equal to 40 percent of the average of the subscrip- 
tion charges in effect on the beginning date of the adjustment, with 
respect to self alone or self and family enrollments, as applicable, for 
the highest level of benefits offered by — 

“(1) the service benefit plan; 

“(2) the indemnity benefit plan ; 

“ (3) the two employee organization plans with the largest num- 
ber of enrollments, as determined by the Commission ; and 

“ (4) the two comprehensive medical plans with the largest num- 
ber of enrollments, as determined by the Commission.”. _ 

(b) The amendment made by subsection (a) of this section- shall Effective 
become effective at the beginning of the first applicable pay period date, 
which commences after December 31, 1970. 

Sec. 2. (a) Section 8901(3) (B) of title 5, United States Code, is so Stat. 600 .

(2) Sections 4(a) and 6(a) are each amended by adding at the end el stat. 874. 
thereof the following sentence: “The immediately preceding sentence use 1395J- 
shall not apply with respect to the plan for supplementary medical 1395w * 
insurance provided by part B of title XVIII of the Social Security 

Act.”; ana
